Faithful Wife and Par- 
ents Are Overjoyed That 
Noose Is Avoided for the 
Third Time.

Chicago, August 6.—Russell Scott 
has won in what is perhaps the most 
dramatic fjght ever staged here to 
evade the gallows. 

Seott, convicted murdérer, who has 
thrice waited in the death cell for the 
hour when he was to hang, staked 
his last desperate hope on a plea of 
insanity. 

He gained victory late Thursday 
when a jury, at the conclusion of bis 
brief but colorful--sanity hearing, 
found him insane. 

Under the Jaw, Scott will spend the 
balance of his days in a madhouse. 
But the shadow of the noose hangs 
over him still. If in later years he 
is adjudged sane, the-law provides 
that he be executed immediately. 

Jury Out Three Hours. 

The jury deliberated little 
than three hours. 

“We, the jury, find the defendant 
insane and a lunatic since February 
14,” was the decision reached in the 
jury room, where twelve men had de- 
bated the plea of Scott’s lawyer that 


their client,. broken by imprisonment, 

had beeome a victim of ‘cell shock” 

since his incarceration. 
‘The defendant shall

as he be found sane,” the verdict con- 
tinued. ‘“‘He shall then be released 
and executed in accordance with the 
sentence of the court on February 
14, -1924.” 

Mrs. Katherine Scott, wife of the 
accused man, who has ‘made a valiant 
and pathetic fight for his freedom and 
has supported the plea of insanity, 
which was presented as a last resort, 
sat with bowed head. Beside her was 
Thomas Scott, the prisoner’s elderly 
father, a worn and broken 
hausted from his share in 
gle, his thin hands playing nervously.

PASSAGE OF BILL 
D HELP 01S 
URGED bY WALKER 


Governor Asks Commits. 
tee To Pass His Measure 
as Substitute for That of 
Senator Dixon. 


$515,000 IS ASKED 
TO REPAIR CAPITOL 


Substitute Bill Is Refer- 
red To Sub-Committee of 
Constitutional Amend- 
ments Committee. | 


In line with recommendations, out- 
lined in his inaugural address, for a 
$15,000,000 bond issue for educational 
and other state institutions, Governor 
Clifford Walker Thursday night ap- 
peared before the constitutional 
amendments committee of the senate 
and discussed at length a measure al- 
locating the proposed fund. This 
measure he sponsored as a substitute 
for a senate bill by Dixon, of the 
17th, which had been referred to the 
constitutional amendments committee. 

The substitute bill urged by the 
governor goes further than that of 
Senator Dixon, who is chairman of 
the constitutional amendments com- 
mittee, in that it not only provides 
the $15,000,000 bond issue, but also 
specifies what part of the fund shall 
be devoted to the various institu- 
tions. 

Provisions of Measure. 

Principal items of the substitute 
méasure, as outlined by the governor, 
are provision out of the $15,000,000 
bond issue funds of $5,000,000 for con- 
solidated schools; $1,000,000 for state 
sanitarium at Milledgeville; $2,900- 
000 for the University of Georgia at 
Athens; $1,300,000 for Georgia Tech ; 
$1,000,000 for the state college of 
agriculture at Athens; $555,000 for 
the State College for Women at 
Milledgeville, and $500,000.each for 
the State Normal school at Athens,. 
the State Woman’s college at Val- 
dosta, and the District A. & M. 
schools; and $250,000 for the State 
Medical college at Augusta. 

These sums would be spent in con- 
struction of much-needed additions to 


plants and improvement of conditions 
generally as they concern the various 
institutions. 

The constitutional amendments com- 
mittee, which has the power to report 
the governor's bill as a substitute to 
the Dixon measure, referred it to a 
suhcommittee, composed of Senators 
Hutcheson, Hayes and Peebles, for 
study. 

Change in School Item. 


Under an amendment to Governo# 
Walker’s bill proposed at the commit- 
tee meeting by Dr. Brittain,’ 
president of Georgia Tech, one of the 
items of the bill which would provide 
$5,000,000 for - conselidated- schools 
outside of towns and cities would be 
changed so as to furnish $1,000,000 
for that’ purpose and ,000,000 as 
a perpetual revolving fund. to pay 
school teachers of Georgia as their sal- 
aries come due, instead of making 
them wait for long periods.

FEDERAL PISTOL BAN. 

It will be gratifying to those of 
us in Georgia who have been fight- 
ing consistently for several years 
against “pistol toting’ in the in- 
terest of conserving human life, to 
be apprised that the first direct un- 
dertaking of the recently formed 
national crime commission will be 
the promotion of a federal law to 
prohibit the sale of small firearms. 

The commission was recently or- 
ganized in New York city at a con- 
ference headed by Judge Elbert H. 
Gary and a second step to create 
an anti-crime sentiment throughout 
the country was taken yesterday 
when two of the men present at 
the first meeting miet with Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and decided to ask Mr. 
Gary to become chairman of the 
commission. 

Mark O. Prentiss, former chair- 
man of the United States clearing 
house of foreign debts and special 
representative for Near East relief 
in Turkey, concurred with Mr. 
Roosevelt in asking Mr. Gary to 
serve. 

Mr. Prentiss made suggestions for 
the campaign based on his observa- 
tions when he accompanied Richard 
Washburn Child, -former ambassa- 
dor to Italy, on his recent crime 
survey in New York, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. 

Mr. Prentiss said the first move 
the national crime commission will 
make will be for a federal pistol out- 
lawry. 

Big business, through the national 
crime commission, in Mr. Prentiss’ 
opinion, will put to an end, or at 
least diminish’the 12,000 murders, 
$0,000 robberies that cost the coun- 
try annually $10,000,000. 

The Constitution’s fight against |

made to contend. Because these 
ships belonged to the merchant 
marine branch, conducted by the 
shipping board, the navy shipyards 
could not be utilized, of course, for 
scrapping them, nor could any offi- 
ci¥ organization already existing 
enter into the salvaging for the best 
interest of the government. And 
yet the taxpayers meet all the bills, 
and suffer from all the sacrifices. 


It is a wrong system. People who! | 


have been called to serve in govern- 
ment should realize that the gov- 
ernment belongs to the people who 
foot the obligations. On the whole 
the real, concrete interests of the 
people are not given the serious 
thought they demand. 


THE RUBBER PROBLEM. 
It will be recalled that Henry Ford 


some months ago bought several 


thousand acres of land in Bryan 
county, Geofgia, for the announced 
purpose of testing out rubber pro- 
duction in this country. That fact, 
however, as interesting as it is, is 
not primarily responsible for the 
interest shown in the 
world’s rubber situation. The prices 
of rubber goods, notably automobile 
tires, whenever they advance, bring 
the matter acutely to the door of a 
great majority of our population. 

The soaring price of crude rubber 
has been very generally taken by 
the American press to mean that 
Great Britain is making use of her 
advantage as a producer to make 
the American consumer pay the in- 
terest on the British war debt to 
the United States. 

This is the inference drawn by 
The New Republic, of New York, in 
a recent issue. The editors point out 
that in 1924 we paid $185,000,000 for 
rubber and shall pay $400,000,000 in 
1925. A correspondent of the same 
journal, however, calls attention to 
the fact that for a long period be- 
fore the war, when our rubber came 
chiefly from Brazil, we paid a far 
higher price. In those days one dol- 
lar per pound was not uncommon. 
The same correspondent shows that 
the recent. restrictions .on_ the 
amount produced in British colonies 
were imposed at a time when the 


price was “ruinously low” from the 


producers’ standpoint. 

In the Dutch. East Indies rubber 
is an important product, and we 
note that the report of the Lampong- 
Sumatra Rubber company for 1924, 
as published in Het Algemeene 


Handelsblad, of Amsterdam, shows a 


good profit and a 12 per cent divi- 
It also indicates prospecs of 
higher prices in years to come, 

An article in Commercial Holland 
for April last describes some of the 
difficulties through which rubber 
production in the Dutch possessions 
has passed in recent years. For ex- 
ample, former consumers of such 
importance as Germany and Russia 
absorbed much smaller quantities of 
rubber during and after the war 
than they would have done under 
normal circumstances. 

Even more influential in producing 
the world’s demand for rubber was 
the marked improvement in the 
quality of automobile tires, due to 
the use of cord instead of canvas. 
Before the introduction of cord tires 
the average number per car required 
in a year was estimated as five, but 
at the present time only two and 
one-half tires per year are required. 
When one considers that from 60 to 
70 per cent of the world’s rubber 
production is consumed by the tire 
industry the true meaning of those 
figures will be apparent. But while 
the number of tires used per car was 
cut in half, there was at the same 
time an enormous increase in the 
number of automobiles. If that in- 


crease had not occurred the writer 


in Commercial Holland assumes that 
the shrinkage in demand would have 
resulted in a catastrophe to the 
rubber industry. Says The Review 
of Reviews: 

“Besides the decrease in consump- 
tion there was another factor which 
made the case for the Dutch East 
Indian producers more serious. Espe- 


satisfactory _ cially during the last year of the war 


the difficulties of shipping rubber 
from the Far East greatly increased. 
This was partly due to lack of tonnage 
and partly to restrictions that were 
very irksome to the producer. Com-. 
panies which were not strong finan- 
cially were forced to sell their rubber 
at low prices in the eastern market. 
Those which had better backing de- 
cided to keep their crop on _ their 
estates, believing that with jthe end of 
the war would come.a general revival 
of trade and better prices. That, in 


fact. proved to be the case. 

“The storing of crops by the grow- 
ers and of consignments acquired bv 
various buyers resulted in an accumu- 
lation of stocks, which came to a head 
in 1919, when the shipment of rubber 
was no longer subject to restrictions. 
Shipments at that time assumed large 
proportions and greatly exceeded con- 
sumption. By 1922 the market price 
had dropped below the cost of pro- 
As to 
the measures to be taken by the pro- 
ducers for self-preservation, no agree- 
ment could be reached in regard to 
restriction of the crop itself, but all 
were united in the effort to restore 
the balance by increasing the con- 
sumption of rubber.” 


There is said to be no good 
reason why the southern states 
should not be made the scene of 
great rubber production in_ this 
country. It is to be hoped that Mr. 
Ford may make the test a thorough 
one and at least demonstrate the 
fact that it is possible for this na- 
tion to break its absolute depend- 
ence upon foreign nations in a 
commodity that it consumes more 
jargely than all of the other nations 
of the world combined.

As:Found in Forsyth 


Editor Constitution: Will you allow a 
reader of your valuable paper space to give 
the facts in regard to the trouble that oc- 
curred near my home July 19, 1925? 

Thre officers of our county were looking 
for liquor cars on their way to Atlanta. 
They placed some obstructions in the road, 
and part of them got 150 yards north of 
them to warn motorists to stop. Two cars 
came by and the officers tried to stop 
them, but they would not. stop. Then the 
other officers turned their flashlights on 
the obstructions and tried to stop the cars, 
but still they would not stop. One car 
had three tires punctured and the other 
one had one. ‘The officers gave chase and 
caught the cars. ‘One ran about three- 
eighths of a mile and the other about one 
mile. There was no more of a ditch where 
they stopped than there is on the best 
street of your great city. 

The women in the first car ran to my 
brother’s back door and awakened him. He 
told them that no one would mistreat them, 
and that it was officers who were trying 
to catch bootleggers. 

The officers.fixed one of the ears and 
got a local garage man to fix the other. 
They did not send to Alpharetta for one. 


The ladies were dressed in such a way 
as to make it impossible to tell 
they were men or women until caught. Two 
of the officers had on badges clearly ex- 
posed to view. Only one of the officers

FAT AND HEALTH. 


Skinny readers will give me eredit 
for haying said nothing at all to speak 
of in the past few months about fat 
folks, God bless the latter. Some 
people have a curious notion that I 
am sarcastic. I neither affirm nor 
deny, but when it comes to blistering, 
burning, blinking sarcasm, my hat’s 
off to the skinny old maid who .has 
just read a trifling compliment to a 
fat woman. The poor fat woman has 
comparatively a short time to live,, 
according to the life expectation ta- 
bles of the American casualty expe- 
rience, or something like Yaat—ask 
any insurance agent for particulars 
—and the skinny one, to make mat- 
ters worse, is scheduled to remain 
with us forever and aye, yet she -goes 
just wild whenever I say a pleasant 
word to her fat sister, and believe me, 
good people, she writes letters which 
1 tile away, as ideals to pattern after 
when occasion arises for a menn, dirty 
crack at something or somebody.

As a result of the president’s in- 
terest and recent pronouncement, it 
is expected that this subject of con- 
solidation will be forced to the front 
as one of the major issues:for the 
rest of his administration. 

The argument of proponents of con- 
solidation is that it will link weak 
roads with strong, to the end that 
the weak roads will be able to exist. 
Some small roads: are in a’ bad way 
now. At the same time, it is pointed 
out that this will make it possible to 
meet agriculture’s needs for lower 
freight rates by hooking up agricul- 
tural carriers with non-agricultural 
carriers, and thus assuring a_ profit 
to the group, even with reduced rates 
on agricultural products. At the 
present time farmers are asking lower 
rates and the railroads are asking 
still further increases. 


Waiting on Nickel Plate. 


The future course of consolidation 
depends on the suecess of the pro- 
posed Nickel Plate merger before the 
interstate commerce commission. If 
the commission approves this consoli- 
dation, it will open the way for volun- 
tary consolidations on a large scale 
by other roads. 

The Van Sweringen merger does 
not follow the plan as outlined in a 
consolidation plan now being com- 
pleted by the conimission under an- 
thority of the transportation act of 
1920. Thus, if the commission allows 
its plan to be disrupted in this in- 
stance, it will open the way for other 
groupings not according to the set 
plan. 

The administration, it appears, will 
steer clear of any attempt at com- 
pulsory consolidation. This is the 
meaning of President Coolidge’s ap- 
proval of voluntary 
such as the Nickel Plate merger. But 
the administration desires to. en- 
courage in every way voluntary con- 
solidations, hoping that the railroads 
will work out the problem themselves. 

Cummins Has Compulsory Bill. 

Senator Cummins, of lowa, former 

chairman of the interstate commerce 
committee, has a bill providing for a 
type of compulsory consolidation, but 
it gives the roads five years to group 
themselves under the I. C. plan. 
This measure has never reached the 
floor. 
On the other hand there is a group 
in congress which 4s stoutly opposed 
to the whole principle of: consolida- 
tion, claiming that it would set up 
a great monopoly. The late Senator 
La Follette. of Wisconsin, was of this 
opinion, and his followers will oppose 
consolidation. It now appears that 
the whole subject, one vastly impor- 
tant to the future welfare of the coun- 
try, may have an airing in the next 
congress.

Driven like 
cattle across the frontier, torn from 
the home in which they had dwelled a 
lifetime, these people had no other 
crime than that they voted that Up- 
per Silesia remain German under the 
league of nations plebiscite. For their 
patriotism the Polish nationalist gov- 
ernment is punishing them with ex- 
pulsion. In the efforts to make 
Poland the habitat of one homo- 
geneous nation, the vote of the Ger- 
mans was an excellent stick to hit the 
dog. No other cause for discrimina- 
tion or persecution could be found. 
For the Germans had proven of the 
best and dependable settlers, prosper- 
ous farmers, skilled artisans and well- 
to-do traders as they have been in 
every part of the globe. What could 
be expected than that these people 
voted for a continued relation with 
their fatherland? Poles. would have 
done the same. It is difficult to un- 
derstand that men who have started 
on a program of intense nationalism 
and patriotism cannot concede to 
others a similar right to adhere to 
the traditions of their own country. 
Recently the Polish government made 
an important step by granting a 
greater measure of freedom to the 
Jews.

and prairies they shook their heads in 
a melancholy manner and waved their 
arms as if to indicate that the whole 
world was like the forest.

chief food was ants and they had a’ 
sort of religion in which they prayed 
to a god called Yer. When the 
tropical atmosphere became  sur- 
charged with humidity and holocaus- 
tic thunderstorms rocked the forest 
when thousand-year-old trees crashed 
to the ground in the Stygian darkness, 
the little pigmies cited out: “O Yer, 
we live of ants and snakes, why do 
you frighten us?’ Stanley reported 
that he had to bury his dead below 
the water in the river in the night 
for fear that the pigmies would dig 
up the corpses and eat them. ‘These 
people have not changed their primi- 
tive state in the least. No mission- 
aries have ventured to stay with 
them so far.

Petain of Verdun. 


Now. that Marshal Petain has been 
charged with the conduct of the war 
against the Riff tribes in Morocco, 
the anecdotes and stories about his 
earlier career begin to multiply.

Verdun—"“On ne passe pas” (they 
shall not pass) and later his tri- 
umphant “on les aura” (we will get 
them).

He sent 
division after division -to hold. the 
heights of Morte d’Homme, though it 
meant the most senseless slaughter of 
history.

It is 
recalled that during the war he vis- 
ited Rumania when that country 
broke before Mackensen’s onslaught. 
He found some French officers drink- 
ing in a Bucharest cafe. He gave 
them six hours to get back to the 
front. The same story was told of the 
Russian grand duke, Nicholas, during 
the German drive on Warsaw. While 
the guus could be heard rumbling in 
tite distance, Warsaw was in gala, 
One fashionable club was crowded 
with officers and their ladies.

Wall Street Surprised ° 
At Reduction in Rate 
Of Discount in London 


New York, August 6.—The action 
of the Bank of England in reducing 
its rediscount rate from 5 per cent 
to 4 1-2 per cent ‘took the financial 
community here completely by sur- 
prise, as there had been no reeent 
change in money rates to herald the 
step. 

The reduction of the English rate 
has an important bearing on the New 
York money market, as it makes less 
likely any possible advance in the New 
York Federal Reserve bank’s rate of 
» 1-2 per cent. Bankers here declared 
that the English bank would not have 
taken such a step if there had been 
any possibility of an increase in the 
New York rate. 

The decrease in the British rate 
was interpreted here as a_ vote of 
confidence on the part of English 
bankers in the stability of the new 
gold standard program to which Eng- 
land recently returned. 

Since the return to a gold basis 
last April, predictions of dire conse- 
quences that would follow have failed 
to materialize. On the contrary, the 
situation in London has improved and 
the banking position greatly enhanced.

to become independent of American 
cotton by cultivation of a new kind 
of flax which yields a fiber which has 
proved to be an adequate substitute 


for cotton, according to German agri- 
culturists. 


If Germany sows half of her two 
million acres of barren moors with the 


new flax, American cotton growers 
may bid farewell to their German mar- 
ket, the optimistic agriculturists de- 
clare. This view is based on the suc- 
cess with the new flax of two Ger- 
mans, Dr. FE. Gminder, an engineer 
Oberamtmann Schurig, a. scien- 
tific agriculturist. ‘The flax not only 
provides a suitable fiber, but has the 
additional merit of requiring just the 
soil and climatic eonditions prevailing 
over the barren moors in north Ger- 
many. Hitherto this area has been 
considered unfit for cultivation. 

Gminder and Schurig first worked 
independently. Gminder was interest- 
ed at the outset in the construction of 
a machine which would transform the 
ordinary coarse flax fiber into a 
smoother and more flexible product. 
His efforts were unsuccessful until he 
heard of Schurig’s efforts to produce 
a new kind of flax on the big model 
farm in Brandenburg, of which he is 
the proprietor.

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Foreign Spinners’ Demands | 


Absorb Crop Left in South 


New Orleans, La., August 6.—()— 
Home consumption and foreign demand 
has left little of the 1924-25 cotton 
crop in the southern states, H. G. 
Hester, secretary of the New Orleans 
Cotton exchange, declares in his annual 
cotton report, details of which were 
given_out today. The increase of 3,- 
407,959 bales of the 1924-25 crop over 
the previous year has been practically 
cleaned up by the increased demand 
from foreign spinners. 

Mr. Hester's report puts the total 
i the commercial crop for this year at 

4,698,356 bales, an inerease over the 


over that of 1922-23 of 3,415,550. 

The year’s increase, 64.4, was in the 
“other gulf states” principally Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas and Oklahoma; about 
25 per cent in Texas and 11 per cent 
in the Atlantic states. The figures in 
round numbers are: ‘Texas, over last 
year, 857,000; other gulf states over 
last year, 2,195,000; and Atlantic 
states over last year 376,000. 

The average grade of the crop was 
middling; that the range was from 
strict low middling to strict middling; 
and the Atlantic states averaging 
strict low middling. There were no 
extremely high or extremely low grades 
and though the staple was poor, as a 
general rule the crop was clean and 
well handled. 

He says the size of the crop was no 
impediment to its marketing and by 
the end of the first six months more 
than SO per cent or over 11,750,000 
bales had come into sight, of which 
8,500,000 bales had been exported and 
gone into consumption; that while our 
home mills were not so rabid for sup- 
plies foreign consumers came into the 
market early and continued their tak- 
ings OW a liberal seale until the end. 

Colonel Hester says the result was 
a clean-up of all that we had to dis- 
pose of, and between home consump- 
tion and foreign demand, the excess of 
nearly three and a half millions had 
disappeared, leaving little or none of 
the years production in the cotton 
states. 

Domestic mills, he stated, added 
somewhat to their stock and foreign 
mills and ports increased their year- 
end holdings though not to the extent 
that had generally been anticipated. 
The increase in the carry-over in the 
United States and Europe having 
amounted to about 561,000 bales. In 
fact. Colonel Hester states, after years 
of scant supplies the world wanted all 
it could get of American cotton. 

All in all, he says, the: year has 
been most prosperous for the cotton 
producers ; what was lacking in values 
per pound as compared with last sea- 
son, was made up in. quality pro- 
duced, which sold at living prices, 
showing no violent fluctuations but 
moving off steadily and satisfactorily 
as the season, progressed. 

If our home mills, Colonel Hester 
says, have not shared this prosperity, 
it is, to say the least, to be regretted. 

South Regaining Position. 

Above all, he states, is the crown- 
ing fact that the south is resuming 
her position as the great arbiter of 
the world’s eqiton supply. 

Weather greatly assisted in = sup- 
pressing the ravages of the boll weevil

Foreign mills are reported in good 
shape and as stated by one authority 
even in this country where mill opera- 
tions have declined fifteen or twenty 
per cent in the past few months con- 
sumption today is running about 33 
per cent larger than a year ago. 

Colonel Hester puts the average 
price of middling, which was the aver- 
age of the crop, at 24.27 cents per 
pound, compared with 31.67 cents last 
year, 24.06 year before last and 17.78 
in 1921-22,

He says the actual growth of the 
1924-25 crop was 14,808,000 bales and

In the south mills as a whole have 
done fairly well and notwithstanding 
more or less curtailment during An- 
gust and September and part of June 
and July, southegn consumption has 
been the largest of record except that 
of 1922-23. 

Run Night and Day. 

For the most part, many mills ran 
night and day, some of them running 
overtime in an endeavor to reduce 
average cost of production. 

Northern mills, Colonel Hester 
states, have done better than last year 
though ‘conditions are not generally 
satisfactory. Reduction in the cost of 
raw material, he states, has undoubt- 
edly helped the mills of this country 
but the problem of satisfactowy ad- 
justment has still to be worked out. 
Meanwhile, that there is an wnder- 
lying feeling of hopefulness for the 
coming season; that with a fair sup- 
ply of cotton, satisfactory results may 
— during the coming fall and win- 
er. 

He puts the consumption north and 
south during the year. exelusive of 
foreign cotton, at 6.460.000 bales, 
against 5,813,000 bales last year, and 
6,991,000 the vear before, an increase 
over last vear of 614,000 and a de- 
crease under the year before of 531.-

England in Bad Way. 


In_ well-informed banking circles

What is happening is that England 
is trying to get her manufacturing 
costs down to a point where merchan- 
dise exports will again exceed imports.

The exercises I’m giving today will 
not apply, but if you practice them 
they. will give you a supple figure, a 
splendid waist and a_ well- -developed 
chest.. The first one is to stand in 
stocking feet or low heels, hands over 
the head, aud then to stoop with the 
knees stiff to touch the floor with the 
finger-tips. If you cannot touch the 
floor easily it shows how very ,.much 
in need of this exercise you are. Do 
it a dozen times a day until all those 
stiff muscles are supple enough so 
you can touch the floor not only with 
the finger-tips but with the palm of 
your hand or at least the back of 
the knuckles. 


The next exercise is waist bending. 
Stand with the hands on the hips, 
without corsets, of course, and bend 
forward and backward and to each 
side, keeping the spine stiff as you 
bend forward. Having done this 
about a dozen times, revolve the whole 
upper part of the body with the waist 
as a pivot, keeping the lower part 
of the body as stiff as possible. 

The other exercise consists of deep 
breathing and may be done at any odd 
moment when you are out of doors or 
in a room with the windows open. 
You must stand straight, that is, you 
must stand with the chest held as high 
as possible and the head up. This 
automatically throws the body into 
the proper position so you can fill 
the lungs with air.

the father of W. T. Anderson, presi- 
dent of The Macon Telegraph Publish- 
ing company and editor of The Tele- 
graph; P. T. Anderson, vice president 
and yeneral manager of The Telegraph. 
and Eugene Anderson, president of 
the Georgia-Alabama Business College 
of Macon. Born January 7, 1843. near 
Jeffersonville, Twiggs county, Georgia, 
he attended the elementary schools at 
his home and entered Mercer univer- 
sity. He was in his senior year at 
the university, then located at Penfield, 
when the war between the states be- 
gan. He left college immediately to 
enlist in the Sixth Georgia infantry, 
serving throughout the entire war. He 
was twice wounded. 

Mr. Anderson was transferred to the 
cavalry branch of Lee’s army, under 
J. E. B. Stuart during the later months 
of the struggle. Through the years 
that have since elapsed he always 
stoutly maintained that he personally 
never surrendered to the federal in- 
vaders. The aged veteran often re- 
counted how he traded his horse for a 
handful of biscuits and some hamgand 
struck out afoot towards Georgia, mak- 
ing the trip without conveyance in 31 
days. 

In 1866 he was married the first time 
and settled in Houston county, where 
he engaged in farming for some time. 

Mercer university conferred the de- 
gree of master of arts on all the stu- 
dents who left their books during their 
senior year to enlist in the war, and 
Mr. Anderson received his degree with 
other members of that class. 

Mr. Anderson and his family later 
moved to Hawkinsville, where he en- 
tered civil engineering settling finally 
at Macon in 1891. 

In the same year he became con- 
nected with the state department of 
Geology and surveyed a great deal of 
the western portion of the state. He 
located waterfalls for power plants 
along the Flint river. There was‘ hard- 
ly a foot of the Flint river country 
that he did not know intimately. 

When the Georgia, Southern and 
Florida railway was built Mr. Ander- 
son was construction engineer. In 
his later and less active years he was 
county surveyor of Bibb county, hold- 
ing the position until hi¥ death. 

‘Mr. Anderson was twice married; 
of the first union, with Miss Laura 
Tooke, the three sons and five daugh- 
ters survive. The daughters are Mrs. 
Leila Key, Mrs. Henry Gibson, Mrs. 
Orren Massey, Mrs. W. N. Northrop 
and Mrs. Walter Massey, all resi- 
dents of Macon. 

Mr. Anderson’s second marriage was 
to Miss Elizabeth Burkett in 1908 
and - two children, Katherine and 
Louise, of that union survive.

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Radio to Get Interview 
With McDonald in Arctic 


Long Conversation Car- 
ried on With Expedition 
3,700 Miles Away in 
Frozen Wilderness. 


Arlington Heights, Jil, August 6. 
(By the Associated [Tress.)—News 
interviews by personal contact and 
other ordinary domestic means today 
were submerged in the romantic 
achievement of an interview by the 
Associated Press with the MacMil- 
lan expedition, 3,700 miles away in 
the Arctic wilderness. 


Ljentenant Commander Eugene F. 
McDonald, of the 8. S. Peary, which 
eonvoyed the expedition to its base 
at KEtah, Greenland, answered a 
series of five questions radioed to him 
by the Associated Press from station 
QXN of the Zenith Radio corpora- 
tion, Chicago, of which McDonald is 
the president. 

Outstandizg in the questions and 
dealing with the future flight of air- 
planes. to the polar region from Etah 
was MeDonalid’s reply that he had 
not yet completed “two-way communl- 
cation” with his planes, but hoped to 
perfect such communication soon, 

His reply was regarded by offi- 
cials of the Zenith corporation here 
as being a possible plan of MeDon- 
ald to communicate, continuously with 
his planes (three in number) while 
they are in the air northward from 
EKtah. The planes already have made 
suecessful test flights, according to 
reports received in this country. 

FKtah is approximately 3.700 miles 
nerth of Chieago. On a time basis 
it is directly north of Bridgeport, 
Conn., and the expedition is govern- 
ing itself by eastern time, despite the 
fact that the area they now occupy, 
within 12 degrees of the pole, is on a 
Javlight period of six months’ dura- 
tion, 

Communication was first establish- 
ed last night with the expedition at 
about 10 o'clock central standard 
time (daylight saving time). At that 
time those aboard the S. S. Peary and 
Eskimos were enjoying a radio con- 
eert which MeDonald and other pro- 
vided. Station 9XN was able to 
intercept the grogram of a 40 meter 
wave length of 1,000 watts. 

Musicifrom a phonograph was first 
heard, then a ukulele, and finally a 
deen voice rumbled through the dark 
night here and the station call was 
identified definitely by two persons— 
ane, the radio operator, G. TP. Gustaf- 
son, at n radio key, and by an Asso- 
winted Tress representative. Both 
were equipped with headphones loop- 
ed into the same receiving set. “Sta- 
tion WAP Etah.” said the announcer, 
whose voice seemed sinothered by .a 
snowdrift, and the remainder of his 
voice. seemed an indistinguishable 
mumbling monotone. Shortly afterward 
a squawky, then somewhat clearer tone 
eame through and finally was recog- 
nized as the phonogranh musie with 
clearer modujation. The score of the 
selection was familiar: but remained 
vnidentified because of an inrush of 
static which marred further reception. 

Began at Midnight. 

Shortly thereafter—beginning at 
midnight. eastern standard time—the 
radio code was resorted to with sta- 
tion O9XN calling WAP aml MeDon- 
ald answering “©. K., McDonald.”

The average for transmission ran 
close to 16 words a minute, inter- 
national radio code, over approxi- 
mately 3,700 miles.

“I have heard code from New Zea- 
land: have worked code with England, 
France, Holland, Sweden and Cata- 
lina Island, heard from Chicago and 
Schenectady in daylight. ‘Transmit- 
ted voice and ‘have been reported 
heard in Seattle, New England and 
London.” 

‘Have missionaries begun using ra- 
dio receivers and what do they say 
about it?’ 

Only One Radice. 


“We found only one missionary us- 
ing the radio. ‘The Rev. Perritt, 
Hopedale, Labrador, who has been to 
his home in London only three times 
in 32 years, gets mail seldom and ays 
radio is a great boon. I presented 
missionaries with sets when they 
most needed them. They could not 
buy radio sets, as they have insuf- 
ficient funds to buy other necessities 
desired.” 

“Is the Eskimo guide Itookashu 
with you?” (Itookashu was a guide 
with Peary and MacMillan on pre- 
vious expeditions.) 

“Itookashu now with us.” 

“Will it be possible to reach your 
planes by radio?” (Referring to three 
planes carried by the expedition in its 
attempt to reach the north pole.) 

“I have difficulty in maintaining 
twe-way communication with planes 
buff expect to eradicate this.” 

“Do Eskimos fully appreciate radio 
concerts 7” 

“He just accepts it as another great 
work of the white man and to him 
it is not more wonderful than the 
phonograph.” 

McDonald interrupted the questions 
once to suggest that they be confined 
to radio matters. 

The Naa iew was arranged

day night the expedition and station 
YXN completed for the first time in 
history the two-way communication 
of messages. Heretofore the expedi- 
tion had communicated wit! its sta- 
tion in this country by relay to va- 
rious members of the Amateurs’ Ra- 
dio league, as it will continue to do. 
but never befure Monday had it gain- 
ed direct contact for immediate trans- 
mission of business. 

The expedition plans, 
turn, to arrange its broadcasting out- 
fit with station YNN and others to 
relay its messages to various stations 
throughout the countty, where each 
radio fan may tune in on his favorite 
station and hear concerts by an or- 
chestra aboard the S. S. Peary and

U. S. CORNFIELDS 
MAY BE SOLUTION 
OF RUBBER CRISIS 


Los Angeles, August 6.—(/)—I])r, 
James FEF. Norris, president of the 
American Chemical society in session 
here, sees in the cornfields of Kan- 
sas a possible solution of the disturb- 
ing situation recently created by sky 
rocketing rubber prices. 

If continued high prices force tire 
manufacturers to appeal to the chem- 
ist, Dr. Norris said yesterd#y, it is 
entirely possible that a method of 
manufacturing synthetic rubber from 
eorn and wheat derivatives may be 
developed and the rubber plantation 
supplanted in some fheasure at least 
by the middle western American farm 

“Several years ago,’’ he explained, 
“the question of the synthesis of rub 
ber became vital, and leading chemists 
of the world began a study of its 
manufacture. Weanwhile « great tin- 
¢rease in rubber plantation produc- 
tion caused the price to fall and 
chemical research was abandoned. 
Now, however, the chemist is again 
entering the field, and it is among 
the possibilities that our research men 
will develop a valuable commercial 
rubber from acetone, from which the 
Germans made rubber during the war. 

‘Acetone is a byproduct of bntyl 
alcohol and butyl alcohol is produced 


from grain. In other words, our au- 
tomobile tires may yet be made from 
Kansas corn.’’ 

Dr. Norris also pointed out that 
crude petroleum might be used as the 
base of synthetie ‘rubber, in which

Forestry Bill Passes. 


At the morning session of the house 
the lower body.passed by vote of 142 
to 34 the forestry bill, amending it 
by eliminating an appropriation of 
$3,000 to defray expenses of the 
forestry commission. The bill was 
introduced by Rountree, of Emanuel, 
and Howard, of Long, and proposes 
creation of the position of _ stat 
forester. It would allocate approxi- 
mately $8,000 to be @ollected from 
timber dealers to protect forests and 
to further work of reforestation. 

Boswell, of Greene, led opposigion 
to the measure and Culpepper, of 
Fayette, was the chief of its sup- 
porters. 

The preposal for a state consti- 
tutional convention on the second 
Tuesday in January, 1926, was intro- 
duced in the house by Duncan, of 
Houston. It was referred to the con- 
stitutional afnendments committee. 
The measure rovides that, in event 
of favorable achion by the legislature, 
an election for’ ratification shall be 
held in November. 

The measure provides for one dele- 
gate to the convention for every 10,- 
000 of population, making a mem- 
‘bership of 262. Senator Carlisle, of
